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THOSS 11 FACES" IN SAUCER PHOTOS 

In the June isaue of SS&S we printed 
a story about the discovery of faces 
which appear in some flying saucer 
photographs. One person personally 
mentioned to your editor that this 
could be the seoret of telling 
whether a flying saucer photo was 
real or fake. In other words, the 
fake photo wouldn't show any faces. 
However, the fact remains that the 
faces seen are not at all friendly 
but are devilish in appearanoe and 
you might wonder if this is so, how 
could the sauoerians be friendly? 

Well, this is all In our own minds 
when we connect oertaln faoes with 
either good or bad entities. For 
instance, we've all net at one time 
or another somebody who would give 
you the shirt off his back but wasn't 
exaotly your Idea of being handsome. 

So let us read on and find out what 
some readers have to say about 
this fascinating dlsoovery: 

Arthur Sampsel -- 

The resul'ts of the photographs are 
very interesting and do bear some 
relationship to Trevor James endea¬ 
vors years baok, although James' 
photos, to me at least, never reveal¬ 
ed anything as detailed as what you 
say turned up on the Galt photos. 

I could never distinguish anything 
in his photos which could even be 
loosely construed as more than blot¬ 
ches and blobs. I seem to recall 
that he Identified his photographed 
"animals" as amoeba-like and inhabi¬ 
ting the atmosphere in great numbers, 
in certain areas. However, the draw¬ 
ings in S9&S could not be mistaken 
for anything except "faces", perhaps 
of beings of some nature. 

Bill Lamb has for years, advocated 
that the UFO's are transformations 
of evil entities and this theory I 
understand is quite similar to John 
M. Cage, who believes that the UFO's 
are not tangible machines but space- 
life that "creates" itself, taking 
any shape form or oolor soheme it 
desires. I have never quite come to 
any conclusion as this and still con¬ 
tend that the UFO is a tangible ob¬ 
ject "used" by the angelic race, for 
transportation. 

Be this as it may, your drawings on 
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page two indicate something entirely 
ilfferent from anything I have seen. 

The "faces" in the photos...the April 
23rd photo and the Jordan photo...how 
would you account for the 'bodyless" 
heads, eyes and one complete being, 
having been picked up with the photos 
of the saucers and yet completely de¬ 
tached from them? Could they have been 
near the saucer or sauoers and yet not 
the same as the entitles whloh were 
perhaps "Inside" the saucers proper? 

I have a reason for asking this..** 
it's something I have been working on 
for some time and It has to do with 
the demons mentioned In the New Testa¬ 
ment as being of a different order 
than the angello beings. It ties In 
with Genesis 6 and something I ran 
aoross in the Apoohryphal Book of 
Enooh. I might ask one thing further 
concerning the faoes whloh appeared 
on the photos...were they what might 
be termed as "nebulous" or filmy or 
vaporous in appearanoe or were they 
distinot In the other sense? *.*at 
least distinot enough to be readily 
reoognlzable? 

In passing I might mention this, 
although you are well aware of It and 
It Is primarily for the photographer 
In Ontario*•*oautlon him to be very 
oareful In his work In the future. 

Lamb, as you know, has had some very 
close oalls and Mr. Beasley Informed 
me that some rather unusual things 
happened to him during the writing of 
the Bender article in Palmer's Flying 
Saucers magazine. However, there are 
cases other than those of whloh I am 
closely related, whloh suggest that 
these 'forces of evil" have made It 
rough on some researohers* I therefore 
recommend prayer above all other 
methods, not only for protection, but 
for gratitude for even the little 
things like a beautiful day.

Like yourself, I am VERY INTERESTED 
In the "faces In saucer pictures. I 
have been looking through saucer mags 
and books for good examples of'"spirit 
faces" and have come up with a few 
pretty good ones. 

Since I am not too good at seeing 
these myself. It Is my feeling that 
once I start showing these pictures 
to an audience, the audience will 
suddenly discover many "faces" that 
I did not see when I selected them. 

I understand, from a conversation 
with Jack Robinson of New Jersey, 
that Gladys Fusaro of New York State 
commented about SS&S rather drama¬ 
tically when she expressed wonderment 
at why you would DARE to publish the 
write-up about the faces In the Galt 
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pictures. 

There must be some general Idea going 
around that this stuff is somehow 
forbidden. 

Now you wanted some comment about 
the faces and what I think of them. 

It is my opinion that a great number 
of "faces” we see in such pictures 
represents the same sort of thing as 
looking at clouds or trees or rock 
cliffs and mentally forming them into 
faces and various images. A grouping 
of trees, or clouds, for example, in 
a picture, would represent the same 
thing. And I don't believe we can 
ascribe anything mystical about it, as 
we couldn't by actually viewing the 
objects mentioned in real life and 
forming them into images. 

In regard, however, to other images in 
pictures, such as in dark spots on the 
print, etc. let us remember that it is 
a rather wide belief that images of 
spirits can often manifest on a film 
emulsion, which may be somehow sensi¬ 
tive to this thing that the eye cannot 
see. If we can believe in such dis- 
carnate entities we can go a bit far¬ 
ther and entertain the thought that 
they might be able to impinge them¬ 
selves, into our physical world, by 
affecting the emulsion of the film 
which is so unstable it is affected 
by so light a stimulus as slight ex¬ 
posure to light. I am speaking, of 
course, of ordinary "spirit pictures" 
in which images of departed relatives 
and other spirits are said to have got 
on the film without any hocus pocus 
by the photographer in the darkroom. 
The sort of thing we're into now, 
however, is a bit different from the 
above. 

The type of pictures we're looking at 
now have not been taken during trance 
sessions with mediums present, and 
the "faces" are not usually clearly 
definable, and do not usually include 
any "body". The most of the faces 
I've seen are rather horrible looking 
which suggest some sort of evil. You 
have to look for these pictures, 
usually, before you see them. It seems 
to me that if the faces ARE real, that 
some sort of entity is somehow im¬ 
pressing ie photographic process with 


an IDEA rather than a direct image 
(as in usual "spirit photos"). 

I don't fully understand the photo¬ 
graphic process, but understand that 
usually, a silver salt is affected t?y 
light, and changes its physical compo¬ 
sition slightly, so that it is acted 
upon by a developing solution. 

The stimuli to change this silver salt 
need not be great, such as application 
of heat or mechanical manipulation, 
for example. 

Instead the rather subtle exposure to - 
rays, of light causes it to react and/ 
or change slightly. 

^ * 

I think that if telekinesis would work 
on anything, it perhaps would be 
easier to apply to a photographic emu¬ 
lsion. (We have many reports of 
people mentally affecting photo emul¬ 
sions). 

Now if we had some sort of entity 
rather close to our own plane of 
existence, wanting to Impress itself 
upon our physical existence, it might 
be easier for it to appear on a film 
than to pop out of a closet and yell 
"boo."' Because the faces I have 
seen are usually rather unpleasant, 

I am wondering If they might come 
from the so-called astral region, 
which is supposed to be rather close 
to ours in terms of "four-D" wave¬ 
lengths. I understand the astral 
regions to contain entities of a 
lower order of spiritual development 
than ours, and not necessarily con¬ 
sisting of discarnate earth people, 
but an entirely different "class of 
people". 

I think that contacts with the astral 
region in the past have led to our 
popular conception of the appearance 
of evil spirits, the devil, etc. 

To us these entities likely would 
appear in this fashion, for we assoc¬ 
iate "evil" with a lower stage of 
spiritual development, and with a 
kind of physical ugliness. 

Whatever this is all about, I can 
certainly se^ no danger in exploring 
this field, other than ihe possibility 
of getting scared or going to the 
booby hat ;

The light was reportedly spotted again 
Wednesday night by residents of Fair- 
field, 17mlles east of here. 

Callers reported the light about 800 
feet off the ground. Some said the 
light went out when a plane flew by and 
went back on again when the plane had 
passed. 

Mike Hill, 57, operator of a Fairfield 
cleaning plant, said the object "looked 
like a kite affair with a long tall and 
things projecting from it."(Chicago 
Dally News, Credit: Wm.

A strange object travelling slowly in 
the sky was sighted in the Qatlneau 
early Sunday, according to Henri Per- 
rault, 38 Glen Ave., who wrote to Dr. 
C.S. Beals, Dominion astronomer about 
it. Perrault says he was on his ver¬ 
andah of his Grand Lake cottage at 
4:35 am when he saw a "very small, 
oblong, fiery object emitting a short 
fiery trail at Irregular Intervals." 
It seemed about 800 feet up. It was 
definitely below the clouds, he wrote. 
"It emitted no noise and travelled in 
a west-south-west direction on a hori¬ 
zontal course," he said. 

RCAF Uplands control tower said there 
were no aircraft in the air at the 
time of the sighting.

Bill Rawllnson commented very ably on 
both the problem and the answer which 
I had presented earlier In your col¬ 
umns, (SS&S March, 1963) as to how 
mankind had made a sudden leap forward 
technologically during the past 150 
years after spending thousands In the 
horse and cart stage. 

X.listed,'too, great men and women, 
who In this same short period had 
given spiritual and philosophical con¬ 
cepts to humanity, such as Madame H.P. 
Blavatsky, Rudolf Steiner, Mary Baker 
Eddy, Krlshnamurtl, Ouspensky and 
G-urdJleff. However, I left out the 
authority Mr. Rawllnson quoted In his 
article, namely, Emanuel Swedenborg, 
because that great man lived In an 
earlier time (1688-1772). I agree 
that Swedenborg had the answer, or at 
any rate, part of It. 

Mr. Rawllnson advanced what he called

entirely. I never intended to Indi¬ 
cate In my article that my explanation 
was purely 'other-planet'. In fact, I 
used the phrase 'other spheres', as 
indicative of the origin of our Visi¬ 
tors. It Is true that in writing 
about the work of very effectual peo¬ 
ple as being preparatory for the ex¬ 
pansion of human consciousness, I 
suggested this was preliminary to pre¬ 
sent plans for migration from this 
planet to outer space. These plans 
are what mankind hopes to carry out 
based upon modem scientific thought 
and research. 

*What did I mean by 'other spheres'? 
From a clinical point of view, other 
spheres may mean other chemical plan¬ 
ets. From an esoteric point of view 
this may not be the case, and there 
may well be other universes of a dif¬ 

ferent order of magnitude. In other 
words, as the alchemists used to be¬ 
lieve, there may be a Macrocosm in 
addition to the Microcosm (our own 
chemical universe which I termed the 
Cosmic Egg for a very special reason.) 


Popular religion, whether It goes by 
the name of Christianity or any other 
form of faith, usually teaches that 
there are two places to go after deaths 
and dissolution of the chemical body.

creation, it is everything. 

However, humanity has constructed mach¬ 
ines which tell him there are large 
areas of that universe, areas of energy 
and form, of which his bodily senses 
leave him entirely unaware. 

It has been suggested, by Moncrleff 
("A Clairvoyant Theory of Perception") 
and others, that the function of our 
bodily senses is to restrict perception 
into a relatively narrow band of the 
chemical 'spectrum'. If we put on

FLYING SAUCERS REACH COMMONS 


London, July 25 (UPI) Air Minister 
Julian Amery was asked today to ass¬ 
ess the possibility the mysterious 
crater in farmer Roy Blanchard's farm 
might have been made by a UFO or fly¬ 
ing saucer. 

The crater caused Imborlte Roy Mason 
to submit a question to Mr. Amery re 
saucers. 

Army bomb experts who have dug about 
seven feet down in the crater have 
.said their instruments indicate there 
is something metallic underneath. 

In Sootland, police are Just as baff- 
*led by two other craters, these were 
discovered on James Brown's farm, 21 
miles south of Dunbar in E. Lothian. 
Each of the craters is about 16 feet 
across and 2 or 3 feet deep. Forty 
feet away are great lumps of earth 
with channels up to 44 feet long 
radiating away. Nearby are a series 
of square holes about a foot wide and 
two feet deep. (Washington Dally News, 
July 24, 1963* Credit: Eleanore 
McConkey, Wash., D.C.)

Australian astro-physicist Robert 
Randall is convinced the hole was 
caused by a 600-ton, 50-roan flying 
saucer from "somewhere in the region 
of Uranus". 

Blanchard's neighbour reported that a 
nearby cow of his was suffering from 
an unusual skin disease. It looked 
as if it had been exposed to immense 
heat or radiation. 

Dr. Randall investigated and formed 
the theory that a spacecraft made an 
emergency landing, bounced across 3 
fields and then righted Itself. 

The forced landing with Its tripod 
suction feet caused the 10-foot wide 
crater and a 50-foot olrcle of flat¬ 
tened barley In another field was 
evidence of the first "hop". 

“If this was following a definite 
pattern," he said, "there were similar 
authenticated landings in Australia 
in 1954 and 1955 and in France in 
1957 and 1958. 

Randall also said he believed the 
saucer's solar batteries failed and 
that it's crew had to repair it. 


DOZENS SEE 'FIRE IN 3KY' 00 POOF.* 

About a dozen Londoners (Ontario) last 
night reported seeing an unidentified 
object burn in the northeast sky "like 
& ball of fire". 

Alfred Simpson, one of those who saw 
the phenomenon from his home at 10 Arg - 
jrle St., said a reddish glowing object 
appeared “all of a sudden". 

He said it "burned for a minute and a 
half to two minutes (while moving 
steadily) and you could see small 
nieces burning as they dropped off. 
"Then the whole thing started to fall, 
quite fast. All of a sudden 'poof', 
the fire went out". 

City Airport reported all aircraft In 
the area accounted for. City, provin¬ 
cial polloe and firemen said they had 
no reports of any object crashing.

A NORAD report said the balloon was 
detected on radar at noon Sunday as 
it drifted slowly over the Arctic 
Ocean toward Point Barrow on Alaska's 
extreme northern coast.

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ARE WE ENTERING - OR LEAVING? 

By Wilbert B. 3mlth 

With atomic energy we are cross¬ 
ing a threshold, hut are we entering 
or leaving? 

Much has been said and written 
about the awful devastation which 
would be caused by an atomic war. It 
has been suggested, and with Just 
cause, that such a war probably would 
wipe out civilization, leaving the rem¬ 
nants of the human race In atavistic 
savagery, If there were any remnants. 
Dr. Hugh Keenlyslde, former Under Sec¬ 
retary of State for External affairs 
for Canada estimates that there are In 
existence at the present time more 
than 150,000 nuclear devices, many 
more than required to do the Job' 

Consider what happens when an atom 
bomb explodes. The fission process 
which comprises the explosion releases 
enormous quantities of energy which 
originates within even the hottest 
star. If only ten percent of the 
energy available In Uranium 235 or 
Plutonium were suddenly converted into 
heat, the temperature of the mass 
would Jump to the order of fifty bil¬ 
lion degrees centigrade* Even If the 
blast were diluted by five hundred 
times as much Inert material as there 
was active material, the temperature 
would still be of the order of one 
hundred million degrees. 

Now, the temperature of the sun, 
as we determine It, Is about six thou¬ 
sand degrees on the surface and about 
ten or twenty million degrees In the 
Interior. It Is presumed to derive 
Its energy from the conversion of 
hydrogen to helium through an Inter¬ 
mediate cycle Involving carbon, oxygen 
and nitrogen, which cycle progresses 
very smoothly at the sun's temperature. 
If , however, the sun's temperature 
were much higher the hydrogen could 
convert directly, first Into deuterium, 
tritium, and helium, without benefit 
of the time delay and stabilizing ac¬ 
tion of the carbon-nitrogen-oxygen 
cycle, and would produce most probably 
an explosion of Increasing magnitude 
which would continue until It either 
ran out of hydrogen or the eventual 
expansion of the gasses produced a 
sufficient drop In temperature to stop 
the reaction. 


Suppose that an atom bomb (either 
fission or fusion type) landed In a 
large body of fresh water such as one 
of our Great Lakes, and furthermore, 
that it sank to a considerable depth 
before exploding. The explosion, when 
it did take place would be confined 
by walls of water consisting largely 
of hydrogen, since two thirds of the 
atoms In water are hydrogen. Before 
the bubble of hot gasses resulting 
from the explosion could overcome the 
Inertia of the water and rise to the 
surface, it is almost certain that the • 
water directly In contact with the 
blast would be heated to temperatures 
comparable with that of the blast it- ’ 
self, one hundred million degrees or 
hotter. At such temperature the hyd¬ 
rogen in the water would be In prime 
condition to convert directly Into he¬ 
lium and would in fact become a "hyd¬ 
rogen bomb" with the release of about 
the same or greater energy per unit 
mass as was released from the active 
material of the bomb Itself. Conse¬ 
quently, a thermo-nuclear chain re¬ 
action would probably set In which 
would be cumulative and self-propa¬ 
gating. Once Initiated It would con¬ 
tinue Increasing In intensity until 
stopped by either a lack of hydrogen 
or the eventual drop In temperature 
of the expanding gasses. In any case 
the reaction would probably persist 
until most of the available hydrogen 
had gone up In helium. 

Should such a thing happen, even by 
accident, and an atom bomb explode deep 
In one of our fresh waterlakes, with 
thousands of tons of hydrogen avail¬ 
able, there could result a blast of 
such Intensity that It would envelope 
the entire planet In a few seconds, 
vaporizing everything on It surface & . 
maybe even shattering the core, and 
producing a celestial display visible 
throughout the galaxy. Unfortunately,• 
we would be In no position to observe 
It as we would have ceased to exist. 

The foregoing Is not Idle specu¬ 
lation. It is based on the same data, 
calculations and measurements which 
produced the atom bomb, and the fact 
of the bomb is grim testimony to Its 
potentialities. We may well ask our¬ 
selves the question—we are crossing 
the threshold, but are we entering or 
Just leaving? (Ottawa F.S. Club) 
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UNDERSEA WALL IS A DEEP PUZZLE 


Washington, Aug.14—Discovery of an 
unbroken wall about 30 feet high and 
several hundred feet wide, which ex¬ 
tends for approximately 100 miles 
under the Atlantic on both sides of 
the mouth of the Orinoco, has Just 
been announced by Dr. D.P. Squires, 
associate curator of marine inverte¬ 
brates at the Smithsonian Institution* 

The Orinoco wall constitutes at pres- 
’ ent one of the most inexplicable 
undersea phenomena. 

* The discovery was announced in the 
Journal of the Woods Hole, Mass., 
Oceanographic Institute. 

*rhe wall, says Squires, is composed 
of masses of shell material, pebbles 
and sand cemented together by some 
means not yet known, all of which is 
grown over by a living mat of algae. 
There is no evidence that this was 
built h7 coral skeletons. The struc¬ 
ture extends to depths of 45 to 65 
fathoms. (The Detroit News, credit:

Dr. Royce believes It now. In fact, 
the stationary light obliges with con¬ 
siderable movement for him. 

This Is what happens. A person Is 
placed In a room, totally dark except 
for a stationary pinpoint of light. 
Watching the light, the person's nor¬ 
mal reaction Is that It moves. 

Amount of movement varies. A very 
small percentage see no movement. 

Most see a moderate amount. 

The path of movement Is essentially 
unpredictable and usually erratic. 

"Our theory Is It moves because It 
has no frame of reference—nothing to 
anchor It to," Dr. Royce says. 

Frame It In a circle of light and the 
pinpoint stops moving. 

There are common Instances of perceiv¬ 
ed Illusion of movement similar to the 
phenomenon of light. Ever sit In a 
train, stopped at a station, when a 
train on an adjacent track started to 
move? "I'm Interested In the basic 
phenomenon Itself," says Dr. Royce. 

' I want to know why It moves." 

He has been doing research on autokln¬ 
etlc movement since 1955 and has been 
aided with grants from several agen¬ 
cies, Including the U.S.A.F. 

The U.S.A.F. Is Interested because 
there Is some evidence that autokln¬ 
etlc movement had caused plane acci¬ 
dents .

UFOs OVER WOBURN. MASS.

On June 7, 1963 , an eight pound mys¬ 
terious metal object crashed with an 
exploslon-llke force on the porch 
steps of Mr. & Mrs. James C. McDonald 
of 16 Ballou St., West Quincy. On 
June 22, Mr. Richard Pothler, Quincy 
Ledger Staff photographer, caught a 
mysterious UFO on film from his back¬ 
yard at his Wollaston home, and on 
July 21, mysterious pebble-like objects 
fell and exploded outside a bowladrome 
in Quincy and were witnessed by dozens 
of eyewitnesses. 

Other New Englanders watched a specta¬ 
cular sun eclipse on July 20, but per¬ 
haps the greatest thrill came to a 
large number of Woburn children, who 
watched a "V" formation of five yellow- 
lsh-whlte oval-shaped saucers In flight 
on July 22 at around 3 p.m. The young¬ 
sters viewed the phenomena from Grace 
Road, West Woburn. 

The strange unknown flying objects, 
flying at speeds faster than Jets, as 
they passed overhead, made a strange 
whirring or whistling sound and man¬ 
euvered in the skies only a matter of 
seconds, but left a group of excited 
and puzzled youngsters. M.ike Hennes¬ 
sey, 13, of 7 Kenchln Drive and James 
Trlder, 14, of 28 Rich Road said the 
UFOs looked like the often described 
'flying saucers' reported worldwide 
many times before. 

George D. Fawcett, Woburn UFO Investi¬ 
gator, checked through his records and 
found that the UFOs were photographed 
In England, Hawaii, Australia, Japan, 
Argentina, Massachuseets, Washington 
State, Kansas, California, Poland, 
Pennsylvania, New Jersey, Israel, New 
Hampshire, Venezuela, Canada and Italy 
In 1962-1963. Landings durir the same 
period of time were reported Ohio, . 
Florida, Argentina, i^ew Jerst Italy, 
Colorado, Montana, Nebraska, Washing¬ 
ton state and England & Massachusetts.
